Cincinnati, O., Oct. 29;—Hubbard 
Bigelpw, head of the People's church 
of this city, one of the leaders of the 
People's Council of Defense, socialist 
and -pacifist, was taken into a dense 
wood near Florence, Ky., shortly be- 
fore midnight last night; tied to a tree 
and horsewhipped by" men "who were 
long-robed and hooded, smilar to those 
described as -worn "by the renowned 
Ku Klux Clan, according to > report 
received today from Florence.: The 
men, with Blgelow as a. prisoner, drag- 
ged and handcuffed, worked its way to 
the.center of the woods, where they 
removed the handcuffs long enough to 
disrobe him and then tied him to a 
tree. One of the party then read from 
a piece of paper by the tight of a lan- 
tern held by one ot bis -companions: 
"In the name dt the poor women and 
children of Belgium this man should 
be whipped." At a given signal an 
other man, clothed from head to foo 
in white, stepped out of the circle tha 
had been formed and with a "black 
snake" whip delivered twelve lashes 
on the back of Bigelow. The ropes 
were then cut, Bigelow was warned 
to stay away from Cincinnati and he 
was released, while the party made 
their way back to their automobiles 
and disappeared. Bigelow wandere< 
an hour in 'the woods, and seeing a 
church spire in the-distance, he made 
tils "way towards it and found himself 
in Florence, Kentucky, about twenty 
miles from this city. He- was taken 
to the home of Dr Grant, where he re- 
ceived medical attention, and then, ac- 
cording to his! own statement, ^_he 
stayed up the remainder of the nigh I 
writing in detail his experiences of 
he nigKt.

Wright said, ia the 
second state of the union in the pro- 
duction of flax, the most of it being 
grown in Fond du Lac county in the 
vicinity ot Brandon: where there is a 
factory for the manufacture of hemp. 
This vicinity, in Rock county pre- 
sents ideal conditions for- this crop, 
and .it is one th'a't brings the farmer a 
profit of from $60 to $140 to the acre. 
Nor Is it hard on the soil; in this it 
ranks with the production of butter 
fat. 
The roots remain in the ground, 
adding 'humus, and the leaves are 
leaves are returned to the- soci!. 
It ia not a difficult crop to raise, be- 
ing sown like wheat in the spring, 
Just previous ' to corn planting time. 
The ground should he well prepared 
ind made quite smooth, as the hemp 
is cut close to the ground. -After sow- 
ing it requires no further attention 
until time for cutting, which is done 
about Sept. 1. In Kentncky, where 
hemp is raised, the work of cutting 
and binding la done by hand,-"but the 
International Harvester company ha* 
perfected a machine for cutting and 
another for binding it, which it rent- 
ed to the farmers about Brandon who 
are raising the hemp. ,,.

After cutting, the hemp is left on 
the ground for about three weeks, 
when the leaves drop oft. "At the end 
of this time it is bound Into bundles 
and drawn to to the factory, where It 
s stacked. 
. 
The seed is rather expensive, cost- 
ng 'about $4 per bushel, requiring 
about two-thirds of a bushel to sow an 
acre. The plant, however, has no in- 
ect enemies or diseases and does not 
equire a great expenditure* of labor. 
An .acre of good land will produce 
bout 1,500 pounds, which sells at 10 
r 11 cents a pound at the factory. 
To establish a factory and so pro- 
ure a market for the hemp it is neo-, 
ssarv to have. 300 acres;, promised for 
rowing the crop. 
Some 200 .acres have already been 
romised.

says, "from charity, from military or 
political -reasons, or from solidarity. 
Lot us have breatiRead the municipal 
statistics."

England and France know of priva- 
tion would he luxury for the majority 
of the Greeks, who before the war 
could hardly Eeed 
themselves, and 
since the blockade of Greek ports have 
been under a veritable famine.

;ent of fats—so needful for food—than thnt taken to the-municipal plant. 
Much of this waste would be stopped If we were careful'not to order or cook 
more than we can eat or were more careful to serve in appetizing dishes what 
Is left over from previous menls.

The successful handling of, the drag 


oh the road depends on two principles. 
These .are theeJength and position of 
the hitch and the position ciS/the driver 
on the drag. 


For ordinary work the clevia should 


be fastened far enough on the chain to- 
ward the djtch end of the blade to 
force the unloaded drag to follow the 
team at about an angle of 45 degrees. 
This will cause the earth to move 
smoothly along the face of the drag 
and will make the draft light on the 
team, provided the driver rides in the 
line of draft If small weeds are to be 
cut or if the furrow of earthen thu 
ditch Is to be moved the hitch should 
be attached rather close on the chain 
to the ditch end of the drag. This will 
cause the drag to move nearly ditch 
end foremost. The driver sfiould put 
his weight on the extreme forward end 
of the front blade, wlileh will make 
the drag swing back to the proper an- 
gle and make the blade plow.
